WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE ON EDUCATION 





There is a rather strange atmosphere surrounding the prelimi- 
naries to the White House Conference on Education. According 
to the WHCE Newsletters, great publicity and fanfare was sup- 
posed to be generated around a real “grass roots** town-meet- 
ing type of gathering for the local discussions. From these, the 
State delegates were to be chosen, and a State Conference was 
to be held, and then from the State Conference, the number of 
delegates allocated t come to Washington from each state, 
were to be chosen. People from all walks of life were w be invited to 
participate in the discussions. Particularly, those who are int- 
erested in the education picture, were to participate in these 
local and State Conferences. 


WHO CHOSE THE LOCAL DELEGATES? 





To my knowledge, there has not been one line of publicity re- 
garding local CONFERENCES, I did some further checking - 
to find out just how and where the local conferences were be- 
ing held. I was unable to get any information whatsoever. I was 
advised however, by a very reliable source, that ALL OF THE 
DELEGATES TO THE STATE CONFERENCE WERE ALREADY 
CHOSEN, and that those who would go to the White House Con- 
ference also had already been chose. This identical informatiog 
came t0 me from two separate sources. The first one came 
through political channels, and the second from an official of 
one of the patriotic organizations who had tried unsuccessfu- 
lly w have at least one of their members named as a delegate.

WHY THE SECRECY? 





The question now arises: Why is there secrecy about these con- 
ferences? Why haven’t local conferences been held? Or, if they 
are being held, why is there a news “blackout regarding them? 
Can it.be, as I have contended, that THE WHOLE SET-UP IS 
MERELY THE WINDOW-DRESSING NECESSARY TO CONV- 
INCE THE PUBLIC THAT THE CONCLUSIONS WHICH WILL BE 
ANNOUNCED AFTER THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE HAVE 
BEEN ARRIVED . AT BY “GRASS-ROOTS** SENTIMENTS? It 
is my firm opinion that this is the case; that the whole show is 
being put on in order to justify FEDERAL CONTROL OF ED- 
UCATION, The machinery is all in gear ready to roll as soon 
as this justification can be arranged. During the debates on the 
3 bills, which were presented to Congress as a “package deal’’, 
although they were debated and voted upon separately, the same 
questions were brought up. On the bill establishing the 9 man 
Advisory Comittee, the accusation was made that this looked 
like a National School Board. 


$1,600,000 APPROPRIATED 





During May and June of 1954 - the Congress of the U, S, pass- 
ed 3 pieces of legislation after long and heated debates on the 
floor of both the House and the Senate. They were as follows: 


1,  «iR 7601 - With a final appropriation of one million dollars 
to establish a White House Conference on Education. This 
ac-rpriation was to cover costs of the Conference, and also 
the allotments to each of the States to help defray costs of 
holding local and state conferences as a preliminary to the 
final national conference to be held in Washington D, C, 


. HR 7434 - With an ANNUAL appropriation of $200,000, to 
establish a 9 man National Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion. (Note: This is now a permanent part of the Buregu-i- 
cracy) 


_ #IR9040 - With an ANNUAL appropriation of $400,00, auth- 
orizing the Dept. of health, Education and Welfare to cond- 
uct “Cooperative Research in Education.’* (Note: This also 
is now a permanent part of the bureaucracy.) 


Since these bills were passed finally with a large majority of 
votes, it is quite evident that our Congressmen and Senators 
believed that this was something “new” that “‘they’’ had ev- 
olved. However, they, along with the rest of the citizens of this 
nation, were duped into accepting just one more part of the jig- 
Saw pattern already set up by UNESCO (United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific, Cultural Organization.) 


UNESCO’S GOAL 

The ultimate goal of UNESCO is to control all of the education 
in the world and have it all conform to one pattern - the UNESCO 
PATTERN. This of course is not new. It has been the dream of 
the *“‘one-worlders’* for maty long years. UNESCO has merely 
taken up where previous atternpts have left off. 


HISTORY TO BE RE-WRITTEN 





At the very first UNESCO General Conference, held in 1946 
in Paris, the details were designed. A Sub-Committee on Ed- 
ucation was formed and the plans were set down which were 
meant to set the mold for all future education in the worid. 
Textbooks, of course, would have to be re-written’ HISTORY 
ITLELF WOULD HAVE TO BE RE-WRITTEN, The various na- 
tions were “‘distorting’’ facts in the light of their own views. 
To accomplish this design as envisioned by UNESCO, $600,000 
was appropriated for the creation of a trememdous 6-volume 
work to be known as the “Scientific and Cultural History of Man- 
kine’. This, when completed, would be used as a “source book’’ 
from which all future history books throught the world would be 
written. One of the interesting slants on this “great work’’ is 
that it will completely eliminate “a listing of the endless succ- 
ession of wars.” The knowledge of wars between nations acc- 
ording to UNESCO “only tends to maintain hatreds and prejud- 
ices between peoples,"* The American Revolutionary War - which 
resulted in the birth of the greatest nation in the history of the 
world - naturally will also be eliminated.

EDUCATION FOR WORLD-MINDEDNESS 





In 1948 a series of official UNESCO booklets entitled the**To- 
wards World Unstanding” oie were published. These book- 
lets were reports of officially UNESCO-SPONSORED seminars 
on various phases of education, “Experts’’ from all over the 
world participated in these seminars and reached decisions on 
how to implement the ideas brought forth at the General Conf- 
erences. Volume 5 of this series entitled “In the Classroom 
with Children Under 13 Years of Age.” reached a very enlight- 
ening conclusion, in the light of current developments +. 


This cunclusion reads in part as follows: 
“Education for world-mindedness at present encounte:s v0- 
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stacles Outside the school. The principal one certaiii) 1: na- 
tivualsim,”* 


(Note: Nationalism is UNESCO'S word for patriotism.) 


**Education for world-mindeness is not a problem that the 
School can solve within its own walls or with its own means. 
It is a political problem even more than an educational one 

. In our opinion it is essential that, on the one hand a 


Children’s Charter should secure for all children such ed- 
ucation as is summarized in this report.” 


The entire reports centers around ways and means

THIS END AND EQUIPPED WITH EVERYTHING THAT IS IN- 
DISPENSABLE TO ITS RESULT UNLESS, REPUDIATING EV- 
ERY FORM OF NATIONALISM, THE POLICY OF THE NAT- 
ION ITSELF IS ONE OF INTERNATIONAL UNDERSTANDING 
AND COOPERATION.” 


Possibly a little clarification of terms as used by UNESCO mi- 
ght be in order at this point, so that those who have not studied 
this diabolical scheme may understand the implications of the a- 
bove quotation. ; 
from the UNESCO viewpoint, ‘*‘Nationalism’* is always used in- 
stead of ‘**Patriotism."* It is always accompanied by adjectives 
denoting the term as something to be avoided at all costs, such 
as the following quotation taken from the preceeding page of the 
same Volume 5: 
“As long as the child breathes the poisoned air of national- 
ism , education in world-mindedness can produce only ra-- 
ther precarious results. As we have pointed out, it is freq- 
uently the family that infects the child with extreme natio- 
nalism."* 


The term “International Understanding’’, a key phrase through- 
out all of UNESCO, was deliberately adopted to deceive the pub- 
lic, according to an item reported in the 11th Yearbook of the 
John Dewey Society. The item states: 


“The one phrase which various nations ' seem to be willing to 
use is ‘education for international understanding’, as attested 
to by the adoption of this phraseology by UNESCO after long and 
heated: debates. These words imply a less ambitious approach, 
and one which most governments are willing to approve."* 


I might suggest that in the light of these clarifications of terms 
that you re-read the conclusions reached by the UNESCO experts. 
You will then see very clearly that the White House Conference 
on Education is the result of this decision. 


Note for example the part relative to the Teacher's charter to 
provide for them the right of access to commissions and coun- 
cils responsible for the organization of public education. If 
you will glance at the accompanying chart you will see that in 
the “top brass” of the White House Conference - the hand-pic- 
ked 32 man Committee who will “run the show’’ are woven and 
interwoven throughout UNESCO itself, the National Education 
Assn. and its creature - the supposedly “citizens grass-roots 
movement’® - the National Citizens Commission for the Public 
Schools. 


SUICIDE OF OUR SOVEREIGNTY 


In bringing the White House Conference on Education into being, 
the UNESCO forces have succeeded in “persuading the government 
that the most urgent problem in the political field is the educat- 
jonal one.** All the hullabaloo and publicity that will be given to 
the “big shindig’* in Washington will, they hope, also persuade 
“public opinion.** 


The “wise investment of the national income’ is also well under 
way, with a million dollars of Federal appropriation - to be ma- 
tched by State funds of another million - for the Conference a- 
lone, plus the two new bureaus with current total appropriations 
‘of $600,000 (which of course can be raised in later requests) a- 
nnually, Bureaus once organized in a top-heavy government are 
rarely abolished, so we can be prepared to have these two from 
now on alsc. 


It might be well to go back and re-read the final statement of 
the conclusion given in the quotation from “Tewards World Un- 
derstanding” which appears in the first part of this article: 


.man’s ego. 


* | , , that the activity of the school cannot bring about the 
desired result unless, REPUDIATING EVERY FORM OF NA- 
TIONALISM, the policy of the NATION ITSELF is one of in- 
ternational understanding and co-operation.* 


This , in my opinion, is one ‘of the boldest bids of the UNESCO, 
one-world forces to steer this nation into a suicide of its sove- 
reignty!
